_the amazing industrial de- 
velopment of the United 
States during the last half of 
the last century, following the 
coming of the railroad, is to be 
found in the Jife story of “Tha 
Steel King,” Andrew Carnegie. 
Ne entered the United States in 
1848 18 2 penniless Scottish 
migrant boy of 18: fifty-two 
yenrs Inter he retired possessed 
of a fortune of £80,000,000, For 
thirty-three of those fifty-twa 
years, he drove men ruthlessly 
to gain: it for the last nineteen 
he strove just as hard to give it 
away. 


“Puff blographers of wealthy 
men Ilke to stress the part that 
thrift and hard work have played In 
the accumulation of thelr fortunes. 
The eminent English  cconomist, 
John Stuart Mills, has observed, 
however, that, in the accumulation 
of great riches, “next to birth the 
chief cnuse of success Jn life is accl- 
gent ond apportunity.” 

It was largely “aceident and op- 
portunity” that Inid the banis of An~ 
drew Carnegie’s’ vast fortune, Ex- 
cept in his early years he  nover 
worked hard—half his time was 
spent in “play,” travelling abroad, 
repairing his Jack of carly cduca- 
tion, satisfying his Hterary leanings 
by writing books on travel and 
social problems and dabbling (un- 
successfully) with a chaln of news» 
papers, .And he was not particular- 
ly thrifty, 


Personal Quality 


B chance having laid the basis 
of his fortune Carnegie brought 
personal qualitics of shrewdness, 
determination, energy, self. 
confidence, and—more important of 
aiim—-an amazing ‘capacity for pick- , 
ing good men to-do work he little 
understood and driving them 
that multipfted his initial gains 
through “accldent and opportunity” 
ta ustronomical proportions. 

Carnegie gave most of his lfc to 
the accumulation of mancy. His 
mother, to whom he owed much, 
was virtually his sole female com-; 
panion, Only when she diod did he 
marry, at the age of 51,0 Miss 
Louise Whitficld, of New York, a 
Indy 21 years'his junior. 

Yet the accumulation of _moncy 
as money had no attraction for this 
dynamic Scotsman. When he had 
sccured a competence carly In life. 
he pledged himself to devote his 
surplus to benevolence. 

The world Jaughed © cynically 
when he wrote; as his fortune was 
rising: to its peak, that the man of 
wealth had a duty to regard It os 
a trust fund which he was bound to 
administer for the good of the com-

Poverty In Scotland . 


ARNEGIE'S life began in o small 
two-storey stone coltage in Dun- 
fermline, Scotand, on November 
25, 1835. His father, a weaver, was 
too poor to provide for the cvent 
either doctor or midwife. “A neigh- 
bour substituted for both: : 
He had ittle schooling, for as he 
grew older his parents became pro- 
fressively poorer as the compctition 
of the factory system cast its 
shadow of unemployment over the 
hand-looms-of Dunfermline. 

Finally when Andrew was 13 the 
Carnegie family was constrained to 
quit Scotland ond seck a lMving In 
the new world of the United States: 
They went to Allegheny Clty in 
Pennsylvania where. two of Margaret 
Carnegle's sisters had scttled some 
few years before. 

At the end of three years he was 
carning four dollars (16/-) a week 
os telegraph operator. He was now 
sixteen, repairing his scanty educa- 
tlon with umnivorous reading and 
revealing 4 mind rapidly maturing. 

‘Two years later he became asals- 
tant to the superintendent of the 
Pennsylvanian Railrond at 30/- oO 
week. His boss was Thomas ‘A. 
Scott, o 30-ycnrs-old son of a 
farmer. "With Cornelius Vanderbilt. 
he was destined to be chiefly 
responsible for the devclopment of 
American transportation.

physicists, contends that the 
atomic bomb ia not « “scientific” 
but a technical secret and that 
the Sovict Union cannot pro- 
duce it “within foreseenble 
time.”

Giorgi, 76; returned recently 
to Italy from a srovernment 
migsion to'the United States to 
investigate modern methods of 
the telephone industry. He said 
the United States is the only 
country which succeeded in 
producing “not ohe but many 
fo-called _ stomic bombs” and 
that it is now applying radar’s 
“electri¢ eye” to it, oo 

Giorgi pointed out in an 
interview that he had written, 
in his book. “The Smashing of 
the Atom,” that the “secret of 
the technique’ of the atom 
bomb is protected by a “thou- 
sand executive details, every 
one of which....is known to a 
different person.” 

! REASONS LISTED 

He listed three other reasons 
for the “secret”: . 

1. ‘fhe necessity of: having 
simultancously a large number 
of scientific Inboratories direct- 
ed by men who have devoted 
their lives to the study of 
nuclear physics. j 

2.The necessity of providing 
mighty industrial plants, the per- 
sonnel of which fs trained by de- 
voting all their Sives in -acquiring 
skill in certain special operations. 

3. "The cnormous difficulty of 
co-ordinating and = tntcgrating the 
work of s0 many persons and so 
many speclalised technical plants. 

Glorg! Is the auther of the sys- 
tem of handing electrical units 
named after him. and ndopted 
throughout the world (Das Georg- 
{sche Masse System). He sald that 
to obtain any of the “terrible nu- 
clear explosives” and utilize them 
in putting together the A-bomb, it 
43 necessary to obtain uranium and 
graphite and many other products 
which are absolutely pure and 
specially treated,

Igor Sikorsky, one of America's: 
nautical scientists, advances the view 


“The Invisible Encounter,”

In this book, a slender volume 
of philosophy, the Russian-born 
Sikorsky, who in 1914 designed 
and built the world’s first four- 
engined bombers for the Im- 
perin} Russian Army, has ‘this 
to say: 6M 

“It ‘can be stated definitely that 
mankind, being controlled = and 
directed by splritually unconscious 
or spiritually deud men, would be in 
the position of a rushing airliner 
with an unconscious or dead crew 
in the control cabin, Such Ieader- 
ship cannot create responsitie and 
stable forms for the existence of a 
human society.” 

‘Sikorsky, son of a professor of 
psychology at the University of St 
Vindimir in Kiev, went to the 
United States more than 25 years 
ngo, and since has become noted in 
American aviation circles for his 
nbility to forecast future develop- 
ments. His flying boats pioneered 
passenger routes across the Atlantle 
and Pacific Oceans, and later he be- 
came America’s first helicopter 
builder, : . 

Power Based On Force 

In his book, the aviation expert 
recalls that injustice, wars and 
violence always have existed, but 
that “the frequency and intensity of 
disturbances were always counter- 
acted by religious tdeallsm which 
inspired honour and mercy.” 

He notes that, in contrast, power 
based on “the force or regimented 
marnses and Hmited by nothing" to- 
day Is steadily gaining predominance 
everywhere, . 

He contends that people- must: re-

Rules Turtle Islands 


Tho frst deputy governor of the 
Turtle Islands jis a 40-year-old, 
Uight-skinned = princess. who was 
educated ot the University of 
Iilinols, : 

Princess Tarhata Kiram, niece: of 
the. former Sultan of Sulu, has just 
been appointed by Gov. Harolas 
Tulawi of Jolo. The Turtle Ialqnds 
Ne between Zamboanga and Borneo. 

Sultan Kiram once was absolute 
ruler of a kingdom. which em- 
braced all the Islands from Sulu to 
North Borneo. He ceded the Turtle 
Islands to the British some 70 years 
ogo in return for 9 monthly pension. 
‘The islands recently were turned 
over to the Philippines by Great 
Britain. 


Inherits Title 

The round-eyed Tarhata Kiram 
inherited from her uncle—lact poten~ 
tate of the once’ powerful Sulu sul- 
tanate—the title “putll,’” or princess. 
She studied, as a government pen- 
sionada, at Wlinois, but returned 
home in, 1922. without obtaining a 
degree. 


After her return from the United 
States, she was confronted with the 
problem of mnoking a marital cholce 
between a Filipino Christian and a 
Filipino Moslem. She chose neither. 
Foresecing her future role in the 
sultanate, she married a distant rela- 
tive, Datu Tahil, then a*member of 
the Sulu provincial board, ° 


Divorces Datu 


Soon’ after thelr marriage, the 
Datu was sentenced to seven years 
imprisonment after a fight with Gov. 
Carl B. Moore which resulted in 
several of Tahil's men being killed. 

The princess did not wait for her 
husband to finish his sentence. She 
divorced him and married another 
distant relative, Datu Yudin, 

The princess has engaged actively 
‘in the social welfare of the Moros ‘of 
Sulu. She has helped her people 
to get better education. In the last 
elections she ran for membership on 
the provincial board on the Liberal 
Party ticket, but lost by a narrow 
margin, :
